The methods adopted for dealing | 
with both the poor European laboucer | 
and the Indian in Natal are not effi: 
| cient, and will bring about no solution 
| of the problemas it now exists, It is | 
‘no good building better houses, or 
demanding that they live in less 
squalid: conditions, until we have 
treated. the conditions under which 
they will be able to get more pay for | 
their labour. ‘The remedy I have to 
suggest will not only go a long way 
to solve the poor problem, but will also 
be an efficient remedy for what is 
termed unfair competition with the 
Huropean merchant. I admit there is 
a degree of competition which may be 
termed unfair, and that is when it is 
pushed to the extent of grinding down 
the hired servant (whatever his calling 
niay be) to conditions under which a 
proper standard of living is impossible 
to be maintained. This is called 
“sweating,” and it is because the In: 
dian is chiefly the *sweater” in trade 
in this colony, because he pays the 
lowest wages to his servants, that his 
competition becomes objectionable to 
the European storekeeper. But the 
practice of “sweating” in Natal is not 
confined solely to the Indian store 
Keeper, but is present in the case of 
some industries controlled by Euro:

So much so that the Indian commu- 
nity has been trying its utmost to get 
the law altered, by the appe 
the Local Board to the Suj 
Court re-established, and the j 
of the grievances was even admitted 
by the late Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. The second Bill, for the 
stoppage of the existing rights, it 
passed, would be nothing short of 
legalised robbery. It was even tame 
to stigmatise it thus, The Act of 
1897 had been worked very unserup 
ously. They had been landed into 
no eiid of expenditure, and even after 
complying with all the demands they 
had been been deprived of their 
licences. ‘The vagaries of Local 
Boards (which are mainly composed 
of rival competitors), and from whose. 
judgment there is 'no appeal, had 
heen so pronounced at times that 
even the Supreme Court had de- 
nounced the Act. And now, at one 
fell stroke, it was contemplated. not 
only to deprive them and their light 
mate right to trade, but to deprive 
them indirectly of the fruits of thei 
life-long industry and thrift, ‘The 
Imperial Government had a great 
responsibility thrown upon it, and 
had an onerous duty to perform. He

A Travesty of Justice 
[On Friday, the a8th ito, at Volks: 
rust before Mr. Ment, Acting A/R.Muy 
Mr. Ebrahim Osman, brother of Mr. 
Dada Osman, Joint Hon, Secretary of 
the Natal Indian Congress, was charg- 
‘ed with contravening Section 9 of the 
Asiatic. Law Amendment Act by 
refusing to give a thumb-print of iden- 
tification to Corporal Cameron, of the 

Transvaal Police, upon demand. 
‘Tho, accused, who pleaded guilty, 
was defended by Mr, H, S. 1.

On arriving at 
Yolkstust_ station the previous even- 
ing, Mr, Ebrahim Osman bad been 
met by Constable Weymouth, who 
asked for his papers. He produced 
his permit and registration certificate 
and was asked to give a thumb-print 
‘of identification. Aware that he was 
being asked to do so under the Asiatic 
Act, he refused, and was taken to the 
Charge Office, where, in reply to a 
lar request_made by Corporal 
Cameron, he again refused. Early on 
Friday morning, he was taken over to 
the Gaol, where he was a third time 
asked to give his thumb-print, but 
again he refused, for, although he 














7 | knew he. would be liable to. punish- 


ment under the Gaol Regulations for 
this refusal, he realised that the giving

Zhe Times further 
remarks that the Indians themselves 
appear to be attempting to evade the 
compromise, and are conducting a 
fresh agitation in the hope of reaping 
lurtber support from. the Imperial 
Government.

[Below we publish extracts from an 
important series of leading articles 
appearing in recent issues of the 
Natal Advertiser, dealing with the 
Indian Immigration Act of Natal 

Going through the Indian Immigra- 
tion Act 25 of 
following sections are inequitable and 
disproportionate in their incidence on 

mployer and employed. 

Section 24 and 25 provide that 
every indentured Indian. shall be 
bound to work for 9 hours a day ex 
cept on holidays and Sundays. _ Sec~ 
tion 26 provides that an employer 
contravening the above sections shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
£2, and that an employee contraven- 
ing it shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding £t. ‘This appears, on the 
face of it, favourable to the employee. 
We find, however, in sections 30, 31, 
432 and 33 that, no employee is allow- 
ed_ to “absent himselt from. work 
without a ticket of leave except t0 
lodge a complaint with the Protector 
ora magistrate, If absent without a

We have here the most striking 
fact that while Natal possesses the 
Targest indentured and {ree Indian 
population, it is the one Colony 
Where the interests of these Indians 
fre not adequately safeguarded by in- 
dependent officers under Government. 

ss, without a 

single exception, the mumber ot Gov- 
ernment inspectors is far in excess, 
proportionately to Indian population, 
Of those allotted. in Natal, and in 
most cases, notwithstanding the vastly 
inferior number of Indians to be dealt 
‘with, there is an actually greater num- 
her of Inspectors than in Natal. Ip 
February of this year an additional 
inspector was granted, it is true, to 
assist the Natal Protector in the 
‘coast districts, making two inspectors 
in all for Natal, but by that-time the 
Indian population of this Colony had 
inereased to over 40,000, while the 
circumstances in the other Colonies 
had not materially altered. It will 
be noticed, by the way, that Natal 
has no medical inspector. On. this 
matter of inspectors alone Natal has 
every right to complain of being un: 
dentaffed. ‘The factory inspector at 
Home, even in that land of trades 
‘unions, is generally conceded to be 
an indispensable individual; how 
auch greater, then, is the necessity 
for a proper supervision of the condi 
tions under which our servile Indian 
population has to work and live, 

‘But the lesson to be learned from 
these other Colonies is not confined 
to the question of inspectors. It is 
emphasised by the other very import- 
fant fact that in every case, not even. 
excepting Mauritius, the médical off- 
cers, appointed over indentured 
ccolies are controlled by the Govern- 
ment, thereby rendering it possible | 
for medical officers and inspectors to 
work in harmonious co-operation in 
the ioterests-of the Indian poptlation.

tion of the ordinary principles of 
justice, but in practice would probab- 
ly prove to be anything but beneficial 
to the colony.

Tt deals with large ques- 
Mins of general paler; ‘and. the pol- 
icy which it is proposed to. carry out, 
in terms of Mr. Schofield’s amend- 
‘ment, is not conceived in the inter- 
‘ests of the colony, or in accordance 
‘with ordinary ideas of justice. The 
Arguments advanced in its support 
are singularly weak and abby. Mr, 
Giff supports the amendment be- 
cause jt will bring him more revenue ;* 
as though the necessities‘of a deplet 
‘ed ‘Treasury took precedence of con 
siderations of principle, Others sup- 
port’the amendment. because they 
say it will check “kaffir farming. 
A more lop-sided attempt at Jang re~ 
form could scarcely be imagined 
‘The eyils of squatting and rack rent- 
ing should be dealt with directly, and 
not by means of a miserable subter- 
fuge ina revenue-raising measure. 
‘The amazing thing to us is that mem- 
bers seem to be incapable of seeing 
how unnecessary the amendment is. 
Colonel Greene is the .only Minister 
who has, grasped that aspect of the 
matter, The authority charged with 
administering the Act is quite cap- 
able of deciding whether native or 
Todian tenants are beneficially occu 
pying the land or not. But to say 
that because land j= letsed to x 
hativevur anAndian insterd of t0. x 
European itismot beneficially. ocou- 
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special enalties provided for the 
Owners of unbenelieally occupied 
land, is absolutely _ indefensible. 
Again, the argument is used that as 
the owners will have to pay the tax 
the natives or Indians will nol sulfer : 
and yet the avowed object of the 
amendment is to get native and In- 
dian tetiants off the land, no. avatter 
how industrially they may haye cul- 
tivated it, We do not for one mo- 
‘ment believe that much of the land 
now being cultivated by Indian or 
native tenants would be successtally 
or profitably cultivated by Europeans, 
but in any case it would obviously be 
an act of injustice'to force Indians or 
natives ofl certain lands by the in- 
rect means. proposed, simply be- 
cause they are coloured and not 
white, Moreover, the malter is fot 
only one of principles it is one of 
expediency as well, ‘The Assembly. 
lays the flaitering unetion to its soul 
that no disabilities-are to be imposed 
fon these Indian or-native tenants 5 
and yet, as we have already shown, 
one of the objects, if not the chiel 
object, of the amendment is to bring 
about jthe replacement of colout 
tenant cultivators by Europeans.

My Association is “aware, and 
adits, that, medically, mealie-pap is 
perfectly healthy diet, but the point 
raised by my Association is that it is 
not a diet suited to the habits of even 
poorcliss Indians. Mealie pap is not 
the national diet o1 Indians. Lhave 
no doubt that you are aware that, al- 
though it is medically suitable, bread 
is always added to. mealie-pap issued 
to Buropean prisoners. Bread, is cer- 
tainly, from a medical standpoint, not 
more necessary for Europeans. than 
Jor Indians. You are also aware that 
‘mealies are given to the native prison 
ers for the midday meal, ‘They are 
also, medically, a proper «dict, and 
yet, with» the ‘knowledge that the 
Committee must have had at its dis- 
posal, mealies were replaced by rice

night, Tt may be incidentally men- 
tioned here that although they held 
second-class tickets they were violent= 
ly thrust into cattle tucks. pellniell, 
irrespective of sex and the respect- 
ability of the passengers, ‘The fact 
that there were ladies “among then 
wholare well ktown to be 
relations of prominent Indi 
hunts of Johannesburg didnot ap: 
peal to the decency of the respon 
sible authorities who are the authors 
Ol this outrage. When they reached 
Komatiepoort they were marched 
































from the Railway Station to the 
local Hospital, and at that late hour 
of the night, namely, at 11 pa, 
these men and women, including the 


shoved into a hall, 
which was nothing more or less thon 
a disused -shanty. There, inthis 
limited space, without food, without 
bedding, and without comfort of any 
kind, the Authorities had decreed 
that these unfortunate people should 
spend the night.

With 
the prosecution of the men for not 
complying with the law we are not 
concerned, Their action was deli- 
berately taken in accordance with the 
passive resistance movement. They 
knew they were breaking the aw. 
“They knew they would be prosecuted. 
‘They were punished. But we are 
very deeply concerned at the nature 
of the charges made by Mr. Polak, 
who is, we believe, an attorney of the 

















Transvaal Supreme Cour. Mr 
Polak has been associated with the 
Indian cause for some years, and his 





sympathies yo out strongly to the 
passive resisters. But he makes a 
series of specific allegations of inku- 
‘man treatment which demand the in- 
stant investigation of the Government 
‘The public will want to know the 
true facts of the case of the women 
and children, and whether they. were.

Biitish Indian Association could have 
obtained access to. these immigrants 
through the British Consul, and 
warned them of the futility of continu:

the necessary permits. He could al- 
so have provided them with or en- 
abled them to obtain an_ adequate 
food supply. When immigrants or 
old residents of the Transvaal enter 
the Colony without proper authority, 
the representatives of the Transvaal 
Government clearly cannot be held 
blameworthy for the resulting conse- 
quences. It is not the duty of the 
Government to provide food and 
good accommotiation. for those. who 
are entering the Colony in defiance 
of the Asiatic Registration Act. We 
propose instituting inquiries into this 
matter; meanwhile, we would ask 
our readers to. suspend judgment anti 
the other side of the case is put be- 
fore them, Without desiring to pre- 
juldge the question ourselves, we wish 
to say that we do not believe that the 
Lourenco Marques representative of 
the Registrar of Asiatics failed to, 
warn these Asiatics that it would be 
useless lor them to proceed to 
the ‘Transeaal until they obtained 
the requisite permits. Probably 
the latter neglected "his advice, 
and preferred to risk the consequen- 
ces j possibly the more intelligent of 
them were advised, or had a sus 
picion, that just such a con/retemps.as 
has happened would be of consider- 
able assistance to those who are 
neering the agitation against the 

svaal Government, and seeking to 
bring the administration of the tay in- 
to disrepute, At any rate, pending 
confirmation, we cannot accept Mr.

With regard to the few points about 
the Indian's life on the estates which 
I wish to bring forward, it is to be 
‘understood that I deal with the life of 
the actual field, mill and factory 
worker, and not the house servant 
whose lotis ustally paradise compared 
with that of the former, anid who is as 
a rule more or less well treated by his 
or her employer. 

Now as to indentured labour from 
the point of view of one who has 
seen much of it; and one who takes 
the view that under the existing cir- 
cumstances of the Indian Immigration 
Department, the present state of the 
average indentured Indian in Natal is 

Worse THAN StaVERY. 

Did only the general public at 
Home know as much about indentured. 
Indian labour in Natal as they do, oF 
think they do about the native and 
Chinamab, they would forget. about 
the latter ‘nd raise their voices in a 
general outery against the present 
state of aflairs in this country and 
would do so with very good reason, 

With regard to rights and wrongs of 
black versus white labour on estates, 
this letter has nothing to do, it is 
only desired that the public here 
should know that, if it is considered 
necessary that the indentured’ Todian 
should stay, then some radical change 
is required in the department which 
is supposed to look alter and protect 
the Indians! "aterests. 

RULING Powst. 

‘The Indian Inimigeation Trust 
Board, which is the ruling power of 
the indentured. system consists of at 
present seven employers, the Protect- 
or and one Government nominee. 
Untilithe last few months it consisted 
entirely of employers. Before going 
any Jurther it can easily be seen when 
a matter beneficial to the Indians 
but somewhat prejudicial to the 
pockets of the employers is brought 
forward, how difficult it must be tor 
such 2 matter to go through, The 
‘employer majority is 7 to 2 and human 
nature is human nature alter all. 
Again, the Indian medical officers un- 
der whose cate the estate Indians are, 
are under the Trust Board. ‘That is, 
they are practically, and in some eases 
actually, under the employers in their 
‘own circles; this to the meanest 
‘observer is wrong. Under the present 
conditions it appears inipossible to me 
that an Indian medical officer can. do 
his duty conscientiously. and tive in 
peace with his employers. “The Board

Employ 
ters may deny tais, ut it does occur 
and managers if they cared or dared 
to do so would corroborate the above. 
In sases it is certain that non: 
working sick Indians yet no rations at 
all, Another abuse mentioned was 
the working of women with babies in 
the fields, exposed to all weathers, 
thus tending to promote dis 
‘among the children, A 
ing the winter it was the custom 
con one estate to give no work to these 
women and, of course, no rations or 
wages ; these women were a fruitful 
source of trotible in the district, for 
reasnits which Tieed not be mentioned ;

One India complained 
to the medical officer that he had been 
Kyocken bows ay ts MASTER: 
and his leg severely injured, Ht was, 
so enfeebled by this that he eventually 
suceambed to ankylostomiasis. Tt is 
only fair to say that the master was 
summoned but was discharged by the 
jstrate, One man on a certain 
estate committed sticide—the sto 
‘was that he had been so. ill-trea 
that he bad nothing left but to hang 
himself,

He died and « postmortem was held. 
‘The story was that he had been so 
‘unmercifully thrashed a month or 80 
before that he had never recovered 
and/had finally succumbed to dysen- 
tery. An Indian was brought. into 
hospital from the same sstate in a 
ying condition, and before death, 
and knowing he would die he com- 
plained of having had no attention at 
all for some days before the medical

tion. Inquiries were held on all the 
three eases mentioned, and nothing 
eame ofthem.

When 1 state here that one manager 
fon this estate never went into the 
field without a revolver, apparently 
to protect himself from the Tndians, 
it is easy to imagine what sort of 
treatment the Indians received. “This 
manager ‘has since, left.

I understand that @ 
gteat_number of the Indians now 
enteribg this country have the disease, 
Further, I have heard of two white 
cases—little children. It is a loath-

APPALLING Disease 
and God forbid that it should get 
among the whites. understand that 
the matter is being brought before 
Government. I wonder ifthe general 
public know how many of their Indian 
‘cooks and servants are suffering from 
venereal discases. ‘The best remedy 
for all the foregoing is to stop the in 
dentures system altogether. ‘That 
not being possible, and I really fail to 
see at present who is to take thi 
deniured Indian's place, then a more 
rigorous examination should be insti- 
tated in Calcutta and Durban, No 
cases af disease should be allowed to 
land, or, if they do land, should not be 
discharged from depat until absolutely 
cured. T.remember one case where'an 
1.M.O,, riding home from an_ estate 
Visit, found a little body of Indians 
surrounding the prone form of a young 
Indian girl. On inquiry it was tound 
that she had that morning let the 
dep6t, had travelled some 50 miles by 
train, ‘and then had struggled. along 
the soad for about seven miles and a 
terribly hilly road at that, and had 
finally collapsed. She was found to

This is 
how General Smuts combines and 
seeks to confuse the two issues. This 
fs the new condition which hie is scek- 
ing to impose, and it 13 a condition 
which the Indians cannot possibly ae: 
eept. Their sense of honoar bi 
thom make any sacrifice and undergo 
any suficring rather than be parties to 
swracial insult offered to their fellow: 
countrymen in India.
